For ten years he was the 
recognised head of Republican affair* 
in Burlington county, and, while of 
late years he nab taken no apparently 
active pan in politics, his dealh is 
likely to cause a shifting of party lead- 
ership.

The Senator enjoyed an extended 


business acquaintance and had a wide 
circle of friends in this and adjoining 
States.

Ex-Senator Hulnes was born in

81, 188ii, of Quaker ancestry, and was 
educated at the schools of his native 
place and at Chesterfield Academy. 
For five years he was a school teacher 
and then moved lo Burlington county, 
where he engaged In the drug busi- 
icss and then became a fanner, and 
was prominent In Grange circles. 


Entering the old Burlington bank, 


:ie was a leller for' six years, and in 
L869 was made cashier of the Mechan- 
ics' National Bank, which position 
he occupied until ihe dcalli, u few 
rears ago, of its president. Dr. J.

General Agent two assistants, one in 
the eastern part of the State, and one 
tn the western, so that it is possible to 
make the proper examinations of these 
Institutions. 
Whenever any State in- 


stitution desires State aid, such insti- 
tution must 
apply to the General 


Agent on or before the first of Novem- 
ber proceeding the meeting of the Le- 
gislature. The last Legislature appro- 
priated ij,ll,2<!4,849.64 
for the years 


1907-1906—for State, semi-state general 
hospitals, homes, hospitals for con- 
sumptives and asylums. 


The commissioners, either by them- 


selves or by the General Agent, have 
full power, at all times, to look into 
and examine the condition of all char- 
itable, reformatory or correctional in- 
stitutions within the State, financial- 
ly and otherwise, to Inquire and ex- 
amine into the methods of instruction, 
the government and management of 
their inmates, the official conduct of 
trustees, directors and other officers and 
employes, and the condition of the 
buildings, ground and other property 
connected therewith.

In that year Theodore Hoosevelt had

citizens of the country. It was to be 
a Koosevell congress and the people 
gave the administration party a ma- 
jority in the house amply sufficient 
to carry out their will. 


President Roosevelt did not change 


his policies. • He is advocating 
the 


same laws and reforms in 1908 that he 
advocated in KKI6. Yet this congress 
so definitely committed to his supporl 
was not in session many days until the 
members of his own party began a 
campaign antagonistic to him and 
they, have kept It up ev er since. 


Instead of supporting Roosevelt as 


they promised when they went before 
the people, they have arrayed them- 
selves against him and have prevent- 
ed the passage of every law of impor- 
tance recommended by him.

with not a stripe closed, It wavefl over 
The land oC tbe free and the homo of tbe 
braved Those were duys of Intensest ac- 
tivity, of, exciting Interest, days that tried 
men's souls, memorable In heart and In 
IOIUG, mnde,memorable by thrilling procla- 
mations and Btorn summoning^ to tbe bat- 
etcftpld: tho touching farewell of husbund 
ind wife, of parent «nd son, of loved nnd 
betrothed: the welling up. of the tear that 
would unbidden start; the long, days oT 
putlent waiting nud watching; the paiuful 
agon; endured In seiu-cnlng the long lists 
of the killed and tbe wounded; the dtirk 
ihadows resting on Dmny n hearthstone i 
.but blighted the homes and crushed the 
lein-t with, the heavy burden of grief.

"Wherever you And salt or sulphur 


springs," Bays a gentleman connected 
K-llh the United States geological sur- 
vey, "yon may expe<t to find the bones 
of mastodons mid other huge creature) 
that hnve now become extinct Many 
persons suppose that the presence of 
these bones In great numbers Indicates 
that the animals bad a sort of common 
cemetery, like the llamas of Chile, 
which when they felt death coming on 
always tnade for the nearest stream or 
pond and. If they could get there, died 
In the water. 


"That, however, 18 likely only a su- 


perstition. The mastodon bones In a 
salt or sulphur marsh Indicates that 
the animals went-there to drink the 
water and occasionally one got mired 
and was suffocated. The great num- 
bers of the bones do not prove that a 
whole herd of mastodons was drowned 
ut once, taut that one being mired ev- 
ery year or so during several centuries 
would In time cause a great accumula- 
tion of bones. Missouri has a booe 
marsh at Sulphur Springs; there is a 
great mine of them at the Salt Springs 
In Kentucky and at several places In 
Ohio and Indiana where there are 
saline springs. A great spring In Flor- 
ida, one of the four or five huge, out- 
lets which, are grouped under the name 
of Silver Spring, is called "the bone 
yard" because the bottom and sides 
are masses of mastodon bones."—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

ping noise that could be heard for a 
quarter of a mite, and then tbe big 
long uauzzle would be leisurely chew 
Ing a dripping mouthful of water Illy 
leaves and other plants gathered from 
the bottom.

PATENT MEDICINES. 


Thty Wero Known In Japan *• Early 


as tho Year 1682. 


Though Americans have got the idea 


Into their heads that this country takes 
the palm for the use of patent medi- 
cines, It appears that it falls far be- 
hind Japan. 


A. report by one of Great Biltaln'u 


consuls la Japan shows that the "Yan- 
kees of the east" began to develop th« 
patent medicine business long beforo 
the United States was more than a 
few little Atlantic coast hamlets—that 
is, In the year 1682. 


Tbe business had Its origin at Toya- 


ma, on the west coast 
Its founder 


and patron was Prince Selho Maeda. 
While daymlo of tbe province his mak- 
ing of medicines for the poor attracted 
iuch attention that Bandal Jokan, a 
physician of Katakaml, brought a sup- 
pi; of Han-Gon-Tan ("medicine that 
calls back the dead to life"). This was 
distributed from door to door, to be 
paid for when convenient, and from 
that time has been a popular remedy. 


The Industry took root and flourish- 


ed. Medicines were distributed In tbtv 
last century by thousands of agents, 
who made collections once a year, tak- 
ing back unused supplies. 


Tbe medicines—none being in liquid 


form—are usually given suggestive 
names, like "brain healing pills" and 
"heal everything powders." Toyama 
has a special guild for loaning capital, 
a dealers' club of 3,000 members, a pat- 
ent medicine school and a patent medi- 
cine magazine.—Philadelphia Press. 


JACK CADE. 


Hs Was Killed With an Arrow by tho 


Sheriff of Kent. 


One of the mysteries at kistory Is 


that surrounding tbe 'arch traitor lack 
Cade. Nearly all historians have de- 
scribed him as an Irishman. He waff 
really born in Sussex, where be waff 
as a youth a servant to one Sir Thom- 
as Dagre. 


This Sir Thomas Dagre, or Dacro, 


was a Sussex knight of great emi- 
nence, who bad seats at Hurstmon- 
oeaux and Heatbfield, lu that count;. 


Cade has for several centuries been 


a common name about Mayfield and 
Heathfleld, as is proved as well by nu- 
merous entries in the parish registers 
as by lands and localities designated 
from that family. 
j>fter his defeat 


near London Cade took to the Susses 
woods, and he finally would have es- 
caped If his reckless courage had not 
brought him out into tbe open. 


It Is traditionally related that he was 


engaged In a game of bowls in the gar- 
den of a little ale house at Heatbfleld 
when a Kentish squire. Sir Alexander 
Iden, sheriff of Kent, taking him una- 
wares, killed him with an arrow.— 
London Saturday Review. 


Tho Tuscan Farme?. 


The Tuscan peasant stands In the pe- 


culiar position of being neither a pro- 
prietor nor a dependent, writes Helen 
Zlmmern In the Youth's Companion. 
He Is Instead tbe partner hi an Indus- 
try. 
According to this method of 


farming, which is called mezzadrla, 
the proprietor of the land pays all the 
taxes, advances all money required, 
furnishes capital for the purchase of 
cattle and keeps In repair the dwelling 
house. Tbe peasant In return works 
the fields, attends to tbe live stock and 
to otber home Industries, sells the 
products—in short Is the absolute mas- 
ter of tbe land tbat Is confided to him. 
He works the soil exactly as If It were 
his own, and then, at statiid intervals 
In the year, divides tbe products and 
profits with the real owner.
